Jr., 16-year-old Union tow nship farm 
boy, introduced in evidence in his trial 
for m urder this m orning, was both a 
help and a draw back to the prosecu­ 
tion. in

spectators. 
The statem ent, signed by the Null 
boy in the presence of sta te police, the 
district attorney and others, is ad­ 
m ittedly dam aging to the lad’s de­ 
fense, w hatever it m ay be, inasm uch 
as it relates how he shot C harles J. 
Null, Sr., his father, on th eir farm last 
November 13. 
On the other hand, the confession 
contains much which otherw ise w eak­ 
ens the Commonw'ealth’s case against 
th e boy, according to court house a t­ 
taches, by reason of its hum an appeal, 
expected by friends of the defense to 
react favorably for the boy with the 
jurors. 
Confession Is “ Ace” 
The alleged confession was D istrict 
A ttorney B utt’s trum p ace and he ap­ 
parently took delight in introducing it, 
which he accom plished w ithout much 
difficulty, although A ttorney Raymond 
F. 
Topper, 
N ull’s 
counsel, 
made 
efforts, all of which proved futile, to 
keep the confession from going to the 
jury. 
One of the features of the confes­ 
sion dam aging to the defense is th a t 
the boy first told police, a fte r his a r­ 
rest, th a t the shooting was accidental, 
and th a t his testim ony had been to 
th a t effect at the coroner’s inquest in 
his fa th e r’s shooting. 
“ But I didn’t w ant to do w hat I did. 
I ju st wanted to tickle him in the 
foot,” the confession 
reads, “but 
I 
guess I shot a little too high.” 
On the other hand, in th e lad’s fa ­ 
vor, are statem ents to the effect th a t 
his father was “about half and half" 
intoxicated at the tim e; th a t the elder 
Null sent th e boy to 
H anover for 
liquor on Saturday evenings and th a t 
he was sorry for w hat he had Cone. 
Feared W hipping 
The boy also related in the sta te ­ 
m ent th at his fath er whipped him 
often and th at was one of the reasons 
he rem ained in Hanover instead of go­ 
ing home. 
H eart tugs could alm ost be felt 
when the lad said, in the statem ent, 
th a t often he slept in cold barns in 
H anover and th at once he slept in a 
dog box there fearing to go home ta

A ttorney Topper endeavored, un­ 
successfully, to show th a t statem ent 
was not given voluntarily and th a t 
questions were fram ed to support tho 
prosecuting atto rn ey ’s “theory” of the 
shooting 
Null Interested 
Young Null took 
exceptional 
in­ 
terest while Trooper Powell, principal 
prosecution witness at the forenoon 
session, lead the alleged confession, 
looking over his attorney’s shoulder 
to follow the reading on the carbon 
copy of the statem ent furnished Mr. 
Topper. 
D em onstrating at certain places in 
the reading of the statem ent, Trooper 
Powell showed how the boy had not 
pointed the gun directly at his father, 
hail not, in fact, taken aim before 
he fired, but held it in the crook of 
his right arm , pointing tow ard the 
ground. 
One of the adm issions in the state­ 
m ent, adm ittedly dam aging to tho 
boy, is th at he and his father had had 
an argum ent about work on the fareu 
a short tim e before the shooting oc­ 
curred. 
W hether the boy carried tho
